It was through the treaty 
of Paris, which said thatthe United States 
hud possession of all Spain's torritory in 
the Far East, and specified the twentieth 
parallel as {jiu northern boundary. Pratas 

t 6 wiles north of what we own. 

It didn't belong to anybody. It just 
sat there all by itself, It was a borren 
waste, wilh a lot of amd and squawking 
sen hire But it had two good ship 
cann it could boast several first-class 
anchorages, and perhaps some day it might 
be transfonned into a magnificent. coaling 
baso and refitting station. 

Now, perhaps, Japan is going to use 
Pratas island as a placo to breed sea-birds. 
And, perhaps, she isn’t. 

But here is the long and short of it, und 
the Common Sense of it and the Point of 
it. 

Tt doesn't make any difference Why 
Japan grbbed Pratas ilind. It doesn't 
make any difference, either, Why Japan 
keops on turning out hnttleships as fast as 
she can, nn stealing the plans uf every one 
of our fortifications she can get her hands 

Maybe she wants to fight: maybe she 
At any rate, probably she Won't, 
some fie, anyway. 

But Japan is Preparing. Japan is 
Getting Rendy for whatever comes. Our 
wisencres in Washington profess to keep 
an oye on the armed strength of the world, 
Why ? Not because we intend to fight the 
world, but because (rdinary Pradonec 
tells us that we imust hw able to take care 
of ourselves if anything dees break loose. 

Every step Japan takes townrds tho 
Philippines and Suan Francisco ix like 
womebsdy ringing a dinnor bell and 
saying: “If you're going to wash your 
face and hands. you'd better get at it.” 

How near do’ you think Japan ought to 
be allowed to come before we thoroughly 
fortify our Pacific coast?
